Thet 
King as I have ſaid, ſeeing in meno- appa- 
rence of diſcontent , rold me - that the 
Queen my morher ſhouldreturn unco my 
Brother in Champagne, to mediate a peace, 
and beſought me toaccompany her, and to 
doe rhere all the good offices I could , for 
he knew ( he faid ) char my Brother re- 
poled more truſt in me, then in any other 
inthe world, and that whatſoever Good 
ſhould ariſe from thence , he would give 
methe honour ofir, and profeſſe himlſelfe 
obliged ro me; I promiſed him whatT re= 
ſolved to performe, for it conduced to 
the Benefir of my Brother, and the Stare, 


ther did deparr,and I with her, and com» 


| ming to Sens, rhe conterrence was held in 
a 
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2 Gantlemans houſe a mile from thence. 


The morning follewing, wee came tothe 
place of conference , my Brother was 


| there in perſon, accompanyed with ſome 
of his owne troupes, and with the princi- 


pall Lords and Catholike Princes of his 
Army, among whom alſo was Duke ("aſs 
mire,and Colonell Paxx,who brought un- 
to him fixe thouſand Reiſters, by the 
means of thoſe of the Religion, who were 
joyBicd with my Brother in the behalfe of 
the King my Husband. For many dayes 
they created on the peace, and the condiri- 
ons of it, having many diſputations on the 
articles,eſpecially on choſe which concer- 
ned the Huguenots , andthe agreement 
was made with conditions more advanta- 
gious ro them, then they themſelves could 
wiſh, as preſently afterit appeared: The 
Quecn my mother, the peace being con- 
cluded , perſwaded my Brother to feud 
back the Reifters , to retire himſelfe 
from thoſe, from whom ( being ever a 
good Carholick) be had a great defireto 


| {eparate himfelfe, not willing to be ſerved 


by Hugaenors, br only for neceflicie. In 
this peace, there was an Eftate affured co 
my ' brother for his maintenance ac- 
cording to his qualiie, in which my 


Brother would have me compriſed, being

dowryin Lands might be eſtabliſhed, and 
Moniieur de Beauvail, who was deputed 
there a party forhim, inſiſted on ir very 
ſtrongly; buc the Queen my Mother did 
intreacte me that T wuuld nor give way un- 
to it, ard aſſured-mie that TI ſhould receive 
of the King, what E would demand, on 
which I did requeſtthem,that they would 
not comprehend men che Articles, and 
that wha: ſocver I had conferred on m&, I 
had rather receive it from rhe grace and 
bounty of the King:and Queen -my. mo» 
her, belceving that it would be a courſe

The peace concluded, and affarance ta- 
keg on the one ſide, and on the other, the 
Queen my mother preparing her fclfe for 
| her rexurne, I reccived letters from rhe

intreatinz me, that as ſoone as I aw the 
peace concluded, ro ſue for leave to come 
; unto him: I beſought the Queen my mo- 
ther, who rejeCted my petition, and by 
all means poſlible indeavored to divert me 
from it, ſaying, That when I receivednot 
her propoſition to diſfanull our marriage, 
after the maſſacre of S. Bartholomew =

| rition, ſhe rold me with teares in her eyes,

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then co:nmended my relolution, becauſe

now, ſince he hath abandoned che Catho-

ment of God, as he was in courſe of phy-' 
fick zhe had a body infe&ed with all fort 
of villanies, and {ubje& to a corruption, 
which a long zime did poflefle ir, as the 
Devills did hisſoule, to whom he did ho- 
mage by Magick, and all fort of wicked- 
1eff:. ; this Brand of fire and divifion being 
caken from the world,and the King having 
his thoughts bent only onthe ruine of the 
Huguenors, intended to make uſe of my 
Brother to command againſt themto ren- 
der my brother and them unreconcile- 


able, and fearing alſo that to prevent ir, I | 


would haſten ro the King my husband, he 
entertaind us both, as well the one, asthe 
other, with all che pleaſures that the 


more delightfall ; and ſeeing at the ſame 
time chat Monfieur de Dura was ſemt from 
the King my husband to demand me, and 


with ſo much imporcunicyT urged ro be 
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gone, that heno longer could denie m_ 
told 
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pry me{ ſhewing firit ic was the love he 
did beare unto me, andthen the know- 
ledg what a Grace & ornament T brought 
unto his Court, which cau{ed him fo long 
tofuſpend my journey ) that he would 
now condult me himfclf as far as Poiftiers, 
and returned Monficur de Dura with that 
alſurance. 

Certaine daies after, he ſtayed at Parz, 
deferring, and not openly refufing to give 
me leave to goe, till he had all things in 
readinefſe for the declaration of his de- 
ſigned warre againſtthe Huguenots, and 
by conſequence againſt the King my Huf- 
band, and co give a pretence unto it, they 
cauſed a rumour to be ſpread, that the 
Catholicks complained ot the advantage- 
ous conditions, to which they accorded 
with the Huguenots at the peace of Sexs. 
This murmur and diſcontent of the Ca- 
tholicks was blowne abroad, that they 
came to League and unite cheraielves ar 


| Court from all the Cities and Provinces 


of the Kingdome, enrouling, and ſigning 
themſclvyes, and making a great noiſe (bur 
privately with the Kings conſent ) that 
they would chooſe Monſieur ds Guiſe for 
Chicfez there wasno other thing ſpoken 
of from Paris untill you come to Blow, 
where the King had called the States to- 
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gether, during the overture of whom, the 
King called my Brother into his cabinet 
with the Queen my mother, and ſome of 
the Lords of his counſ:1l, and preſenred 
chereunto him, of what importance for 
his Authoritie and eſtate was this league, 
\ which the Catholicks had begun, eſpeci- 
ally if they ſhould come ro make them- 
iclves heads, and to chooſe thoſe of the 
Houſe of Gwize ; that it concerned them 
( underſtanding my brother and himſelf) 
more then all the reft, that the Catholicks 
had reaſon to complain, and that his duty 
and conſcience did oblige him to diſcon- 
rent the Huguenots rather then the Ca- 
ctholicks, he intreated and conjured my 
Brother, as an heire of France, anda true 
Catholicl, that he would counſell and af 
Oſt him in thisaffayre,whereon the hazard 
of his Crowne, andthe Catholick Religi- 
on ſo much depended , adding thart it ſee. 
med to him to cur off all danger that this 
League might bring,that he himſelf ought 
to make the chiefe, and borh co ſhew his 
zeal ro his Religion, and to debarre them 
' | fromchovſing any other, to ſagne himſelf 
hrſt as Chiefe, and then to have my Bro» 
ther figne,and afcerwardsallthe Princes, 
1 Lords and Governours, and whoſoever 
had any charge or power in his King- 
| done. 
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dome. My Brother could not bur offer 
that ſervice which he owed to his Maje- 
ſtie, and to the preſervation of the Carho- 
lick Religion. The King having taken 
aſſurance of my Brothers ailiſtance, which 
wasche principall end ro which the arti- 
fice of the League did tend , did ſuddenly 
call all che Princes and Lords together, 
and cauſing the roll of che ſaid League to 
be broughr unto him , he firit chere figned 
himſelf as Chiefe, and cthen my Brother, 
and after him all the reſt, who had nor yet 
ligned. The morning tollowing, - they 
opened the Eſtates, having taken advice of 
the three Lord Biſhops of Lions, of Am- 
brum, and ot Vienne, who perſwaded him 
char after the oath made at his conſecrati- 
on,nooath made untothe Hereticks could 
be of power, the ſaid oath nullitying all 
other oathes and promiſes which he 
could make unto the Huguenors : this 
being pronounced at the opening of the 
States , and warre being proclaimed a- 
gainſt the Huguenots; the King ſent back 
Geniſlac, who had been there to haſten my 
departure,with rough and threarning lan- 
guage:teiling him that he gave his ſiſter to 


1a Catholick, and not unto a Huguenor, 


and if that the King my husband had a de- 


an to baye-me, -he ſhould turne Catho« 
H 4 lick 
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Vick againe; ail preparations fot the warre 
were nude, there nothing elſe was ſpoken 
of at Court, and to render my brother 
more unreconcileable with the Hugue- 
nors, the King made him Chiefe of one of 
his Armies. G-15/lac being come to tell 
methis ſad farewell , which the King had 
given him, I tepayred preſently ro the 
cloſet ofthe Queen my mother , where I 
found the King, and complained how he 
had abuſed me with delayes, having al- 
wayes hindered me from going to the 
King my husband; and now difſembled to 
depart from Par, to condu&t me to 
Porttiers, toexprefic aneffeRt o contrary. 
I repreſenredto him, that I was not mar- 
ried for pleaſure, or to ſatisfie my owne 
defires, but that it was the defire of Kin 
Charles, conjoyned with my mothers, _ 
his owne, that fince they had given me to 
him, they could not hinder me from run- 
ning my fortune with him, that I would 
goe unto him, and if they refuſed to give 
me leave, I would fteale away in what 
diſguiſe and faſhion that I could , though 
with the hazard of my life. The King 
anſwered, 'Tis not now a titze ( my Si- 
fter )to importune me for leave, and I 
profeſſethe truth which you have faid,that 
{ have deferred your going for a while, to 
enic 
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denie it in tbe end for altogether; for fince 
he King of Navarre hath turned again tc 
ye a Huguenot, I never thought it good 
chat you ſhould goe unto him, that which 
we have done, the Queen my mother, and 
my felf, is for your lafetie. I will make 
warre againſt the Huguenors, and root 
outthat Religion, which doth us fo much 
miſchief, and there is norcheleaſt appa- 
rence of reaſon why you, who are a Ca- 
tholick, and my ſiſter , ſhould be in their 
hands as an hoſtage of me, and who knows 
not, but to procure unto me an irreparable 
lofle, = may revenge themſelves on 
your life for the evill which I hall bring 
upon them; no, no, you ſhall not goe, and 
if, you ſteale away, as you ſay you will, 
undetftand that you ſhall have me and che 
Queen your Mother for your cruell ene- 
mies, and you ſhall fee] our anger co the 
uttermoſt of our power, and ſhall rather 
impayre, then amend the condition of 
your husband. T retired my felf with 
great diſpleaſure from that cruell fen- 
tence, andrtaking the advice of the prin- 
cipall of my friends at Court, they decla- 
red, that it would ill become me co be re 
fidenc in a Court fo contrary to the king 
my husband, and from whence fo openly 
they made warre againſt him, and coun- 


{clled 
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ſelled me, as long asthe warres concinued, 
rorctire my ſelte from Court, and were it 
poſlible, ic were more honourable for me 
to finde fome pretence to goe out of the 
kingdome , under che colour of pilgri- 
mage, or to viſe ſome of my kindred 
Madame de Roche-ſur-you was one of thoſe 
whom [ aſſembled co defire their counlell, 
who was then upon her departure ro goe 
tothe waters of Hpar. My brother was 
alſo preſent, and had brought Aſcndoucet 
wich him, who was Agent for the King in 
Flanders,and being lately returned,repre- 
ſen!ed to the Kiny , with what griete the 
Flemmengs ſuffered the uſurpation which 
the Sp-1.rds made on the Lawes of 
France, forthe dominion, and ſoveraign- 
ty of Flanders z that many of the Lords 
and Commous of their cities had expreſly 
commanded him to acquaint his Majeſtic 
how much they ſtood addi&ed ro the 
French , and that they wouldlend him all 
cheir helping hands. Afondoxcet , ſeeing 
che King gave no eare to his adviſe, having 
nothing in his head, but the Huguenors, 
who were now to feele the vengeance of 
his diſpleaſure, for aſſiſting my brother a- 
cainſt him , talked no more unto him of it, 
bus addrefled himſelf unro my Brother, 


los 
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loved onely ro enterpriſe great and glu- 
rious things, being borne rather to con- 
quer, then preſcrve z he ſuddenly imbra» 
ced the enterpriſe , which pleaſed him © 
much che more, becaule he perceived n'- 
thing of injuſtice in ic, willing toregain 
that unto Frence, which was uturped by 
the Spaniards, Mondoucet tor this caute 


him back co Flanders under the colour of 
accompanying Madame the Princeſſe of 
Rocke-ſur-yon to the waters of Spau,and he 
obſerving that, during theſe warres, every 
one ſought a faire pretence ro withdraw 
me from France, whether it were into 
$avoy, or into Lorrayne, or to Saint Claus 
des, or to our Lady of Loreto, __ 
theſe words into my brothers care, Sir, it 
the Queen of Navarre could pretend any 
malady,which che waters of Spaw,whither 
Madame the Princefſe of Roche-ſirr-yor is 
now going, might ſerve for cure, this 
would fall out very fortunately for you : 
my brother much commended his coun» 
ſell, and being very glad of the diſcoyery 
of ir, ſuddenly cryed our, My deer Queen, 
ſtudy no more, for you nmſt goe to rhe 
waters of Spau, whether Madame the 


| Princefſe is going ; I have ſometimes 


heard you complain of a ſwelling in your 


arme 


became my Brothers fervaiit , who ſent 
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arme, you areto ſay that your Phyficians 
didrhen preſcribe it, but the ſeaſon was 
nut firring,burt now the tine is ſeaſonable, 
and you muſt intreat the King ro pive 
you leave to goe. My Brother declared 
not himſelt at that time, wheretore he de- 
fired che journey, becauſe that Monficur 
the Cardinall of Barben was then in com- 
pany, whom he ſuſpe&ed for a Guifran, 
and inclined co the Spaniſh fation, For 
my ſeife, I underſtood ir very well , not 
doubting but it r<fleted on his enter- 
priſe for F/a::derr, of the which Aondowees 
had ſpoken to us both. All the company 
were of this adviſe, and Madame the Prin- 
ceffe of Roche-ſicr-you , who her ſelfe was 
going thither, and who loved me intirely, 
with great joy did apprehend and enter- 
tain this counſell , and promiſed to goe 
with me rothe Queen my mother,to have 
her grant conſent unto it. On the morning 
following, we found th: Queene alone, 
and I repreſented unto her,what a diſplea- 
ſure it was unto me, to fee the King my 
husband in a warre againſt the King, and 
eo be thus removed, and kept aſunder 
from him, that while this warre continu- 
ed, it were neither expedient nor hono- 
rable for metoſtay at Court, where if I

Townes which ſhortly atter he nook. in, 
and [ prepared wy felt for my Journey in- 
ta Flanders, attended with Madame the 
Princefſ= of Reche.ſur-y0z , with Madame 


enterpriſe in Flanders, and the King and } 


de 
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de Towrnon,, my Dame of honour , with 
Madame 4: Mfoxy of Picerdie, with Ma- 
dame Le ( haſte/ayne of Millon, with Ma- 
damoſelle & Atrie , with Madamoſclle & 
Towrnon, and with feven or cight Gentle. 
won more, and with Noblemen., a 
Mouofieur the Cardigall of Lenancowrt, 
with Monkeut the Biſhop of Lengres,with 
Monlicur de A4ouy Lord of Picardie, with 
the chiefe Eſquires, and many other Gen 
clemen of my houſe. This company gave 
ſuch delighe co ſtrangers, who found it 
{o full of {tare and Juſtre, that chey had 
France in farre more admiration:My lictet 
was of Carnation velver, imbroydered 
with works of Gold and Silke, The ine 
ventionofthe worke, and rhe Impreſfies 
were tafic ro be ſrene ; this Litter was 
glazed round, and every glafſe had a de- 
vice io it, there being in the worksof Vel- 
ver, and in the glaſle, fourty diffetenc In- 
ventions, with Icalian apd Spaniſh Mot- 
roes on the Sun, and his effe&s ; this licrer 
was followed with che litter of Madame 
the Princefſe of Reche-ſiereyor,, and with rhe 
licter of Madame de T ourwon,my Dame of 
Honour , and with rea wayting Gentle- 
women on Horſe, with their governeſle, 
and with fixe caroaches, in which the reſt 
of the Ladies and women were; | 
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I paſſed through Picardie, where the 
Citties had commandment from the King 
to receive me as if himſelf were preſent, 
and they did me all the honour that I 
could deſire, Being arrived at (aſtekt, 
which is a fortthree miles from the fron- 
tire of Cambreſis , the Bifhop of Cambray, 
whoſe Church acknowledged nor then 
the King of Spaine, but for her Pro- 
te&or,ſent a Gentleman unto me,to know 
the houre of my departure thence, inten- 
ding to mect me at my entrance into his 
Lands, where I found him well attended 
with people, who had the habite and ap- 
parence of true Flemmings, as they arc ve- 
ry groſic in thoſe parts. The Biſhop was 
of the Houſe of B :rlemont, one of the Prin- 
cipall houſes in Flznders , but who in a 
Flemmiſh breſt had a Spaniſh heart, as 
they made it apparent to me, being one of 
thoſe that did moft affiit Dow Fobn, bur yer 
he receiv:d me with great honour, and 
no lefſe Spaniſh ceremonies. I found this 
Citie of Cambray, although not builded 
with ſuch frong materialls as ours of 
France, yet farre more delightfull , the 
Cities and houſes thereof being better di- 
ſpoſed, and proportioned, and the Chur- 
ches very fajre.and large, a common orna- 
mentto all the Townes in Frances that 
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which I tvund in this Citie muſt remarke- 
able,was the Cirtadell, one of the it 
cſ and faireft in Chriſtendome , which be- 


ther,che Spaniards rotheir coſts have pro- 
ved. A noble and worthy Gentleman, 
Monſicur de Ainſe was the Governour of 
ir, who in grace, in preſence,and all quali- 
ries requilire to a perte&t Gemleman, was 
nothing interiour ro our moſt accompli- 
ſhed Courtiers, and no way partaking'of 
char natural) clowniſhnefſe , which ſcer- 
ech proper to the Flemmings, The Bi- 
{hop made us abanquet, and delighted us 
afcer ſupper, wichthe pleaſure of a Maske, 
to wich all the Ladics of that Cirie came, 
but being there himſelf not preſent ( for 
ſuddenly after the ſupper, he retired him- 


ing fince under the obedience of my Bro- || 


(e'f, being as T have ſaid, of a Spaniſh and

The remembrance of my brother being 
not 
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[nor ro be divided from my bearr, becauſe 
I loved nothing more chen him, I often 


did thiake on the inſtructions which he 


had given me, and ſeeing afayre opportu- 
vitie offered to doe him good ſervice in 
his enterpriſe for Flanders, this Citic and 
Citradell being the key thereof, I quick- 
ned and imployed all the underſtanding 
which God had given me to render Mon- 
fieur de Ainfi affeFioned to France, and 


more particular to my Brother, God gave 


ſuch a blefling to my diſcourſe, that he 
delighted with ic, determined to ſtay with 
me as long as poſſibly he could, and ro ac- 
company me during the time I Rayed in 
Flanders,and ro rhis intent , he demanded 
leave of his maſter to goe with me to Na- 
mur, where Don Fob» of Axſtriz did at- 
rend me, ſaying, Thar he defired ro fee the 
triamphs of thac' entertainment, This 
Flemming Spanioliz'd was notwichſtan- 
ding (6 ill adviſed to ler him goe , during 
this voyage , which continued ren or 
twelve daies, he ſpake unro me as often as 
he could , openly demonltraring rhar he 
had a heart addifted co the French, & that 
he only defired to live ro ſee the houre 
wherein he might have ſo brave a Prince 


| as my Brocher for his Lord and Maſter, 


deſpifing che ſervice and commands of his 
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Bilhop, who alihough he was tis Suve- 
raigne, was but a GentIcman as himlſelfe, 
and farre 13 fcrivur ro him in the qualities 
and graces borh of minde and body, « 
D- parting from Cambray, I lodged the 
night e: ſuing at Va/enciennes in Flanders 
where M. niieur the Count of Lalain, 
Monſieur de Montigny his brother ,-and 
many otncr Gentlemen to te number of 
ewo or three hundred came to receive me 
at my comming cur of the principality of 
Cambreſis, unto which place the Biſhopof 
Cambr 1y condufted me, Being arrived at 
V 2/enciennes,a Town interiour to Cambray 
in force, bu: not inthe ornament of good- 
ly buildings and of Churches, where the 
founcaines and the Clocks with induſtry 
proper to the Almains gave not a little 
cauſe of wonder to the French, it being 
nut ordinary with them :ohear the clock; 
\xp-<{{:a pleaſant Muſick of the voice, 
with as many ſorrs of perſons as are in the 
1tt'e Caſtle in the Suburbs of Saint Ger- 
mani; Monſicur the Count of Lalain, the 
Cry being nnder his government , made 
a tealt ro the Lords and Gentlemen of my 
troupe, where his wife and his faire Si- 
iter M2damede Awrec and the moſt remar- 
"able and braveit Ladics of that country 
attended to receive me; He told me he 
was 
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was Cofintothe King my Husband,and he 
was a perſon of grcar authority and cltate, 
ro whum the Spainiſp inſo'ence was al- 
waies odious, being ſtrongly incenſed 
againit them lince the deaih of che Count 
of Aigmont who was his ncer kinſman, and 
although ke maintained his goveramen; 
without being leagued with the Prit:cegt 
Orange or the Huguenots , bing athrice 
Cath->lick Lord, yer he could nor eadure

covered to me rhe eſtate in which her Hus- 
band was, and «ill ſhe had required thar 
ſome renxdy - might be bronght from 
France to releafe them from the feare m 
which they lived , being in perperual! 
warre and danger to ftoope to the inſo- 
lence and tyranny of Spainez She jntrea- 
ted me rhat with my conſent ſhe might re- 
late unto her Flusband the communication 
that paſſed berwixt us, that on the next 
morning they: both together might talke 
untome of it, I very gladly conſented ro 
it, and we paſſed away that afternoone in 
ſuch diſcourſes, and in what ever elſe I 
thought might doe my Brother ſervice, in 
which I found that ſhe received great con- 
tenr, 

The dancing being ended, we repay- 
red ro heare Veſpers among the Canone(- 
ſes, which is a Religious order chat we 
have 
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bave not in France, they are. Gentlewo»' 
men which are placed there very yuung, 
tor the improvement of their marriages, 
untill they are ofage for husbands, they 
lodge not in common dormitories, bur in 
ſeverall roomes, and in every roome there 
are three ox foure, or five cr fix young 
Gentlewomen with an old woman, of 
which old women, there is a certaine and 
diſtin number , who are never married, 
nor the Abbefſe of them, they onely weare 
the habire of Religion in rhe morning at 
Martens, andin che atcernoune at Veſpers, 
and as {oone as ſervice is ended , they pur 
off their religious habite, and apparel] 
themſelves as other Genrlewomen that 
are to marry, goinz freely with them ro 
the banquerrings and dancing, fo that they 
dreſſe themſelves foure times a diy , they 
were every day atthe banquet, and daun- 
ced ordinarily afcer ir, The Councefſe 
of Lalainthoug hc it long till the evening 


the good beginnings which ſhe hadgiven 
co theſe affaires, which having done,in the 
morning ſh: brought her husband co me, 
who made a long diſcourſe of the juſt oc- 
cafions which he had to free himſelf from 
the ryranny of the Spaniard, in which he 


intended; not to undertake any thing a- 


was come,to acquaint her husband with |

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gainlt his narurall Prince , knowing that 
the Soveraignty of Flanders belonged to 
the King of France, he repreſented ro me 
what means he had to eſtabliſh my Bro- 
ther in Flanders, having all Haivault at his 
devotiun,which «© xrended asfarrc as Brux- 
els, he only was in doubt of { ambreſs, 
which lay betwixt Flanders and Haimault, 
and told me ir would be expedienc for me 
to gaine Monſteur «de Ainſs, to which I 
replyed, that] would beſeech bim rather | 
that he would be pleaſed ro ſpeak himſelf 
unto him, which he could dce more free- 

ly then my (If, being both his neighbour |

ving inforced me ro promile her, co make

Grandyes of his Court. The Count of 
Lelais, with all the Nobilicie of thar 
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Countrey conduted me above two miles 
beyond his government, untill he ſaw the | 
troupe of Don John appeare, then he took | 
his leave of me, becauſe he would nor ſee | 
him, only Monſicur de Ainft did accom- 
pany me, becauſe his maſter the Biſhopof 
Cambray was of the Spanilh {aftion, Thar 
faire rroupe being returne !,having rravel- 
led alictle farther, 1 was encountered by 
Don Fobn of Auftr12,who was attended in- 
deed with many people, but oncly with 
rwenty or thirty horſe, and with the | 
Lords, :he Duke of Arſcot , Monfieur de 
Awrec, the Marqueſſe of Varambon, and 
young Baknſon , Governour for the King | 
of Spaine in the County of Burg«nay, { 
which Noble and gallant Gentlemen, hea- 
ring that I pafſcd that way, were come in 
a full ſpeed ro meer me : of Don Fohrs | 
owne people, there were none of any 
name or fa:hion, bur one L1dovick de Gon- 
zagna, who tiled himſelte Cofin ro the 
Duke of Mantua, the reſt were but meane 
people, and of a fervile countenance, there 


being not any with him of che nobility of 
Flanders ; He alighted from his horſe, 
and {er foor on ground to ſalute me in my 
litter, which was lifred np, and opened 
round, I falured in the French garbe,boch 
him, the Dake of Arſcor, and Monſieur 4: 
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Aurec;atcer ſome complements, mow unny 
avaine his horſe, he. diicourſed with me 
<©l he brought me roche Towne, whiither 
we could not come bur very late, becauſe 
the L1dies at IMonts detained us as lon? 
as poſſibly they could, ſpending above an 
houre in the obſervation of my litter, and 
raking great delight ro underſtard che 
manner, and rhe devices of ir. I he, me- 
thod of their building was ſo beauritull at 
Namur, -as the Spaniards are excellent 
chat way, and their Towne folighrſome, 
thac the windowes and the fhops being 
full of iplzndor, one mighr beleeve that he 
ſaw a new day co ſhine there. Thar nighr 
Don John cauſed me and wy traine to be 
ſerved in our own lodgings and cham- 
bers,thioking tac after ſolong a journey, 
it would-be unmannerly to tire us againe 
with the redioulſnefſe of a banquer, The 
houſe wherein he lodged me, was well 
accom»odated to receive me, where they 
found mcansto make a great and fayre 
hall, and an appartement for me of 
chambers and cloſers, which were hung 


roun4 with the faireſt, richeſt, and braveſt 
m-veables, thar I beleeve were ever ſeen, 
bing all capiſtrics of Velvet or Satten,em- 
boiled with great pillars made of cloath 
of (i. ver, inchaſed with thick knors, and 

purles 
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purles ot Gold, and ier forth inithe richeſt 
and tnoſt beautifull manner chat could be 
invented, and in the middle of choſe pil- 
lars were great perſonages attired after 
the'ancient faſhion, and made of the ſame 
imbroidery. Monficur the Cardinall of 
Lenoncourt, who had a curious and a dcli> 
cate ſpirit, being a familiar friend of the 
Duke of Arſcots, who as I have ſaid, was 
an old Courrier, and a Gencleman of ex+ 
uifite indowments, being indecd the on- 
honour of Don Johns troupe, behol- 
ding, one day while I was there, thoſe 
gorgeous and magnificent moveables, ſaid 
unro him, This furniture ſecmeth to me 
to appertaine rather to ſome mighty Mo- 
[narchthento a Prince unmarricd, and of 
[no greater authori:ythen Don Fobnz the 
| Duke of 4r/cot replyed, they are the gifrs 
| of Fortune, and not of Providence or a- 
| bundance ,.th;ſe ſtuffes being ſent unto 
| him from one of the Baſhaes of the Grear 
| Turke, whoſe ſonnes in a memorable bat» 
[tell he tooke priſoners, and Signior Don 
fobn having done him the courtefie to re» 
turn them to him withour ranſume, the 
Baſha, to requite the good turne, did ſend 
him a great quancigie of ſtuffes of filke, 
and of cloathof gold, and filver, which 
were preſented to him, being then at Hy

The banquet 
beingended, dancing began, which lafted 
all the afcernoone, the evening paſſed a- 
way in this manner, Don Fohn diſcour- 
ſing alwaves with me, and oftentimes re 
peating, thar he ſaw in me a reſemblance of 
the Queen his Miftris, the late Queen c 
| Spaine my Sifter, wicneſfing by all hono- 
rable courtefies that could be exprel- 


| ſed ro me and my troupe, that he receb 
| ved anindiſEmbling joy to fee me there.

my felfe : Bur falſe and treacherous for- 
rune not able ro ſupport the glory of this 


ſo happy a condition which in my voyage || 


hitherro did attend me,gave me twocroſf 
preſages , which on my return,ta content 
her envy , ſhe had preyared for me, The 
firſt was,that my Boat had no ſooner remo- 
ved from the ſhore, but Medamorſelle de 
Towmnon , a virgin indowed with many 
virtues , whoml intirely loved , took fo 
ſtrange a fickneffe ,- that on a ſuddain ſhe 
burit forth into ſtrong and loud ſhreiks by 
rea(on of the violence ot the grief ſhefelt, 
which did fo oppreſſe her heart that the 
P:xyfitians could provide no remedy , but 
wichin a few dales ſhe was raviſhed by 
Death , I will relate this tragicall ſtory 
inits own place, it being ſoremarkable. 
The other was that arriving at Hwy a town 
ſcituare on the declining of a hill , there 
brake forth on a ſuddain, fo impetuouss 
corrent falling from the Mountain waters 
inothe river , that ingroffing and devou- 
ring all at once, we could no ſooner leape 
roland and run with all the ſpeed wecould

This fad office being performed, beho!- 
ding my ſelfin a company of ſtrangers, 1 
would not afflit chem with the griefc 
which received, forthe lofſe of fo vertu- 
ous a ſervant. I was invitedeither by the 
Biſhops Grace, or by ſome of the Canons 
co-dinner every day in ſeverall houſes and 

ardens , as there are very faire ones in 
t Citie. His Grace, with many Lords 
and Ladies, ſtrangers, comming every 
morning to my chamber, accompanied 
me to the garden wherein I was to take 
the waters of Spar, which was to be recei- 
ved walking , and though the Phyftian 
that did preſcribe it was my Brother , yet 
it hath done me good , having ſince con- | 
rtinued fix or ſeven yeeres withour feeling | 
the Cxelling of my —_—— thence, | 
we never parted company, but reforted to | 
ſome feaſt , and aftcr dancing, to heare 
Veſpers to ſome religious houſe, and after | 
ſupper we were entertained with daricing : 
againe, or elſe with Muſick on the water, | 
Six weeks did patle away themſelves on | 
this manner, which is the ordinary rime ; 
accuſtomed for the taking of theſe waters, 


and which was prefcribed ro Madame the | 
| Prin- 
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Princeſſe of Reche-ſter-yon, As T was pre+ 
paring to returne to-France, behold Ma. 
darre d: Azrec, who going to Lorrayn to 
ſeek her husband, expounded ro as the 
wonderfull alteration chat happened ar 
N2mr,and in all that Countrcy, tince my 
departure , The ſame day wherein I de- 
parted from Namwr, Don John going out 
of k:is boare, and raking horſe , under pre- 
rence of hunting, came before the gate of 
the Cattle of Namur, the which as yer he 
had not maſtered , and feigning (as caſu- 
ally he paſſed by ) ro goe in, and fee it in 
his way, he ſcizcd on it, and flew the Ca 

taine whomthe States kept there, ton 
ing the Articles that were agreed on be- 
eween the States and him, and moreover 
he ſeized on the Duke of Arſcots, on Mon- 
fieur de Avrecs , and on ber owne perſon, 
and though afrer many demonſtrations 
and intreaties, he let her husband and the [ 
Duke deparr,yet he retained her till then, 
ro be a caution to him for the deportment 
of them ; She declared thar all rhe Coun- 
trey was now in armes; there were three 
parties, the firlt of rhe States, which were 
che Ctholicks of Flanders, rhe other of 
che Prince of O-ange, and the Hugnenots, 
who made bur one Party; and the rhird of 
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manded. I fecing wy ſelfe imbarked in 
this manner, that ofnecefficie I muſt fall 
into the hands of the one or the other of 
chem, and my Brother having ſent a 
Genrlemannamed Z-ſcarto me, by whom 
he wrote that fince my departure frum 
France, God had given him the grace ro 
ſerve the King ſo well in the charge of the 
army committed ro him,that he had raken 
all the Townes which he was command<d 
to befiege, and chaced the Huguenors | 
through all the Provinces in which his 
army was ro march, that he was returned | 
to Poitiers, where during the kege of 
Brouape the King continued to be neere at

what was neceſſary; thar as the Court is 
a Proteus, that turnes his hape in every | 
houre on the arriving of every new acci- 
dent, fo ar his recurn he found all things | 
changed, that they made no more account 
of him,then ifhe had done nothing ar all 
for the ſervice of the King, that Buff, 
whom the King (cemed to countenance be- 
fore his departure, and wh had ſerved the 
King in this warre in his owne perſon,and 
in the perſon of his friends, having loft his 
brother in an affaulc at rhe ſeige of 1ſſve, 
was diſreguarded a!lſo,and perſecuted with 


| envy, as it ir had been in rhe rime of Le 
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Guaſt,that every daythe; did procure him 
ſome new Indignitie or other , that ths 
Kings minions had prattiſed wich foure 
or hve of his chictcit ſervants, » Maugiron, 
LaV akite, Mauleon, Lv arrot and fore 0+ 
chers ro abandon his, and ro berake chem- 
{Ives to the Kings {ervice, that che King 
tid much repent him of my voyage in:9 
Flanaers, and that I ſhou'd rake heed in 
my rerurne, for feare of b-ing (urpriſcd, 
either by the Spaniards, who were adycr- 
riſed of what I treated in Flanders for 
him, or for the Huguenors , who would 
revenge on me the evil's which he had 
done them, having firſt alliſted them, and 
afterwards made warre againſt them. All 
this premiſed, wrought much in my con- 
lideration, ſeeing that not only of necel- 
ficie I mult paſſe eicher amongſt che one or 
the ocher of chem, bur that che Principal 
of my Company allo were aff-&cd either 
cothe Spaniards, or to the Huguenots, 
Monſieur the Cardinall of L-noncourt, be- 
ing ſaſpe&ed to favour the Huguenots, 
and Monfieur de Deſcarts , who was Bro» 
ther tothe Biſhops Grace of Leigh, to be 
ad ii&ed tothe Spaniards. In theſe doubrs 
full of contrarienes, I knew not to whom 
ro communicate my ſclfc, but ro Madame 
the Princeſſc of Roche-ſwur-yon, and my

prozeCtion bur my hope in God. That 
| Town as I havefaid +naizer to the Bi- 
ſhop of Leige , bur full of tumulc and mu-

From thence we deparred to Dinan, 

where by misfortune that day they choſe

drunk, no knowledge of Magiſtrates, bur 

a true Chaos of confuſion, :and to make 

our conditon yer worſe, the grand Maſter

warre againſt chem,and was taken by them

the people are ſober andin ſence, hold for 
the States, but _— Ho—_ naw 
amongſt chem , they couldnor ir for 
chemiclves, and indeed neither knew nor 
acknowledged any maſter.

Seeing this tumulc I demand-d if 
the Hoſt of the houſe were wichin,by good 
fortune they found him, I delired him chat 
he would goc unto the window, and make 
way for me to ſpeake to the molt remark- 
able of them, which with great difficulty 
I procured ; he having a long time called 
torhem our of the window, at length the 
Burgqmaſters came to parly with me, bur 
lo full of fwill, that they knew nor what 
they ſaid; Intheend affuring them, thac 
[ knew not that the grand maſter was their 
enemy , demonſtrating of what impor- 
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rarice it was to offend a perſon of my qua-, 


lity, who was a friend to the principal] 
Lords of the States , .and that Monkieur 
the Count of La/aine, and all other Chiet- 
caines would give them bur lirtle thankes 
for this their entertainment of me ; having 
heard thename of Monfteur the Count of 
Lalaine , they preſently became of another 
minde, and gave more reipect ro him, then 
ro all the Kings to whom I appertained, 
che moſt antient of them berwixt Rtamme- 
ring and laughing, demanded of me , if I 
was then afriend ro Monſieur the Count 
of Lalaine , T ſeeing that his conſanguinity 
would {tand me more in ſtead then all the 
Potentates in Chriſtendom, made anſwer, 
yes, Tam nor only his friend, bur his kinſ- 
woman alſo , then they did revercnce to 
me,and gave metheir right hand of triend- 
(hip , offering as much courreſte , as be 
fore they had committed inſolence, and 
beſought me to excuſe them, affuring me 
that no wrong ſhould be done ro that good 
man the Grand-maſter of the Biſhop of 
Leige, and thathe ſhould goe along with 
me.

Lord of that Country, and to his rroup: 
of Horſe z This was done for a double cnd, 
ro make themſelves Maſters of the Town, 
and to make me fall into the hands of che 
Spanyzrds, T found my ſelf here in a great 
freight, and communing with Monticur 
che Cardinall of Lenoncowrt , who had no 
greater deſirethen my (clte ro fall into the 
hands of the Spanyards , we concluded to 
know of the Towns men if there were any 
way by which we mightavoide the troupe 
of Monlieur de Barkemoxt , ard leaving my 
liccle Agent Du Bois cordiſcourſe with 
Monſieur de Lenoncourt , T walked into an- 
other Chamber where I cauſed thoſe of the 
Townro come unto me, and declaring to 
them that if chey gave entrance to the 
troupe of Monficur de B arlemont they were 
all undone, becauſe that he would ſize 
on their town for Don, Fobn , I counſailed 
themrto arme themſelves, and to ſtand on

My Bro- 
ther having a letter of Madame af Sx- 
vaes, Which he received thar evening,did 
take ic into his hand, that che King might 
nor ſee it, the King inforced himelt co 
take it from him, and my Brother reſifi- 
ing,and with joyned hands intreating him 
that he would be plealed not ro looke on 
it, he made the King, more defirous to 
peruſe it , b-leeving that in that paper he 
ſhould finde a {ufhicient ground io cum- 
mence h's procefſe againſt him. In the 
end , having opencd it 1a the preſence 
of the Queene my mocher , they were 
as wuch abaſhedat ir, as was ſomerimes 
Cato, whoin theSenate having conſtr ain- 
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ed Ceſar to ſhow the paper that was 
brought unto him, importunacly implyin- 
chat it concerned the bene fir of the Com- 
mon-wealch, he perceived, thar ic was a 
wanton letter ot love, dirc&ed trom his 
litter co hin, The ſhame of chis event, 
that came o crolle to the expeRation of 
the King , augm:nted by .deſpight his 
chol-r, (o that he gave no care unto my 
brother, who incefſantly demanded, of 
whar he was accuſed , and wheretore he 
was fo intreated ? He was committed to 
the charge of Moniteur de Loſſe, and rhere 
was a Guard let over him ot the Scotch 
regiment, with command not to permit 
him «co raike co any : this was done an 
houre after midnight z My brother re- 
maining ſtill in chis manner , was in grea- 
rer perplexitie for me, then for himtelf, 
belecving truly that they would doe the 
like by me, and that ſo violent and unjuft 
a beginning, could not have but as unto» 
wardan ending, and ſceing that Monficur 
de Loſſe had teares in his eyes, tor gricte to

fion, which was upon the break of day, |

ming into my chamber, found me aſleep, 

not dreaming of any thing thar had pat- 

ſed; he opened my currtain?, as Twas ope- 

ning my eyes, and ina language proper to | 
the Scots,faid unto me, Bon jour Madame!

replyed , What is the matter, hath my

{ ſcandalized for the bad Councell which 
was given to the King, ſaying all rothe 
Qu. my Mother, that ſhe ought to oppoſe 
it, and repreſent unto the King the wrong 
which he had done, that they could not 
hinder the error from being undone which 
already was committed, bur they ought 
to repcale it after che beſt manner we

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ently to the King , and did demonſtrate 


ted to him, and prayed the Queen my

could. The Queen my Mother with all 
the Lords of his Councell repaired 


to himof what importance were theſe ef- 
fe&s, The King having his eyes unſealed 
from the pernicious Counſel! of theſe

Mother to repeale it, and co per{wade 
Erother to forget all that was paſſed, 
ding that he was offended with thoſe 
=_ people for it, and defired that by 
means a reconcilement-might be made 
betwixt Boſe and Dnuelws, This being 
determined, the guard was taken off my 
brother; and the Queen my Mother com- 
ming to his Chamber cold him, that he 
wasto thanke almighty God for the mer- 
cy vouchſafed him in his deliverance from 
{o great a danger, that ſhe had ſeen the 
houre wherein ſhe cond not fo much as 
hope for his life; that fance he underſtood 
by this that the King was of ſuch a heady 
humour that he tooke offence nor onely

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grievances, ſhe defired him to pur ona re- 
folurion to conform himſelfe in all things 
rohis will, and that he would preſent him- 
elfe unro him without any ſhow of difcon- 
tent at the unjuſt proceedings which had 
paſſed againſt his perſon ; we made anfwer 
coher, that we had much ro give thanks 
co God for hisgreat mercy in ſecuring us 
from the injuſtice chat was prepared for 
us, and thatfor this, next unco God we 
owed to her alone our ſecond obligations, 
bur the qualiry of my brorher did not pers 
mit, that they ſhould impriſon him with- 
out a cauſe, and take him then from 
chence , without any formality of juftifi- 
cation , or ſatisfaFion.

dammage; forifthe Huguenors had the 
better, that would be the Ruine ofthe Ca- 
tholick Religion, the preſervation where- 
of I preferred to my owne life, and if the 
Catholicks ſhould win upon the Hugue- 
nots, I aw the ruine of che King my hus- 
band ; neverchelefſe my dury command. | 
ing me to ſtay wich himy and retained by | 
his love, andthe confidence which he re» | 
poſed inme, I wrote unto the King and 
Queenmy mother of che eſtate wherein I 
ſaw that Countrey, to have them adviſe 
ofthoſe affaires, which I found they did

expoſed, that at leaſt they would be plea-

__ (ſhould be praRifed 5 and thar I 
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ſhould obraine as much of the King my 
husband, for thoſe of his Religion. The 
King did grant merhis, provided that the 
king my husband ſhould not be in Nerac, 


| but if he were, t: at then the neutrality 


ſhould no longer be in force. This Con- 
dition was obſervedon both ſides, with as 
much reſpe& as could be defired , but it 
could nor withhold the king from com- 
ming often to Nerac , where Madame his 
ſiſter and my ſelte were refident , it being 
his Nature to delight himfelfe in che com- 


pany of Ladics,and he was art that time ex- 


creamely inamoured on Foſſeuſa, whom he 
ſervedever ſince he forfooke Rebours, and 
from whom] received no bad office, and 
for this cauſe the king my husband did 
live with me in as much privacy and fami- 
liarity, as heretofore, ſeeing that I defired 
nothing more then his content in all 
things ; Theſe confidcrations having 
brought him one day to Nerac, he ſtayed 
there three daycs - being unable to de- 
part from a company ſo delightfull to 
bim. The Marſhall of Biron, who watch- 
ed for ſuch an opportunitie, being ac- 
quainted with-1t, made as though he 
broughe his army that way, to joyn with 
Monſieur de jd orneſſon the Seneſcall of 
Thelouſe, on his e over the river,

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who broughr more forces ro him , and in 
ſtead of marching coward the rivcr,he cur- 
ned upon Nerac, and abonr nine of the 
clock in the morning, he preſented him(clt 
wich all his army in barrell array, within

my husband (who received adverrtifcnienc 
the nighc before of the comming of Cor- 
n«ſſon, defiring to hinder them from joyn- 
ing their armics into one body ) determi- 
ned to fight with them aparr, and was 
gone that morning on break of day ro m- 
counter with them on the paſſage 9 er the 
river; but being deceived in his incclli- 
gence, for Monlicur de Cornuſſor palſed | 
over the river the nighr before , he rcrur- 
ned co Nrerac, and as he entred in at one 
gate, he underſtood that rhe Marſhall of 
Biron ſtood in barrell array before the 0- 
ther It was that day very ſtormy weather, 
and there fell fs much raine, rhat the Zar- 
quebuſes could doe no ſervice. Neverthe- 


troupes amongſt che Vines, ro kcepe the 
Marthall of Biron from approaching 


| neerer, having not the meanes, by reaſon 


of the extreame raine which continued all 


|rhat day to doe any other feate of warre. 


The Marſhall of Biron ſtood all the while 


in barrell array before our eyes, and dif- 
P3 band- 
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lefſe the King my husband caſt ſome ofhis | 
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banding onely three or toure of his com- 
pany,who demanded in way of turnament 
co try their lances for the love of the La- 
dies, he kept his army intixe , covering his 
artillery cill he yas ready to diſcharge,and 
on a ſudden, rpaking his troupes give way, 
and cleave aſunder, he thundered againſt 
the Towne with ven or eight volleys of 
Canon ſhort, whereof one of the bullets 
latched on the Caftle, and having made 
this ſhor, he marched thence, ſending a 
Trampet to me roexcuſe himſelf, and to 
aſſure me; that had I been alone, he would 
not for all the world have attempred it, 
but I knew, he faid, that it was articled in 
the neutrality concluded by the King, that 
ifthe King my husband ſhould be at Nee 
rae, the neutrality ſhould then be void, 
and that he had commandment from the 
King, to make warre upon the King my 
husband, in whatſoever place he found 
him. Inall other a&ions, Monfieur the 
Marfhall of ZBiron had rendred great rec- 
ſpe&, and expreſſed himſelfe a friend unto 
me; for my letters being fallen inthe time 
of the warre into his hands, he ſent them 
ſafe, and faſt ſealed ro me, and whoſoever 
ſpake on gay behalfe , received from him 
| honour and good entreaty. I madereply 
ano his Trumper,that I knew indeed tha 


Mon» 
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Monlſjeur the Marſhall had done no more 
then what percained to the warre, and to 
the Kings commandnzent; but a wan of his 
wiſedome might well have fatisfied both 
the one and the other , without offending 
his friends, thathe might well bave given 
me leave for thoſe three dayes to take 
pleaſure in the contentment I received to 
ſee the King my husband at Nerac, that he 
could not rake himin my preſence, bur-he 
muſt ſeize on me alſo, that I was highly 
offend<cd at what he had done, and would 
complaine unto the King. The warre 
after this continued a certaine time, thoſe 
ofthe Religion having always the worſe, 
which did much afliſt me to prepare my 
husband , and diſpoſe him to a peace. I 
wrote often to the King and the Queen 
my mother concerning it, bur they would 
not underſtand me, truſting to the good 
fortune which as yer accompanied Mone- 
fieur the Marſhall of Bron. 

In the ſame rime that this warre began, 
the Towne of Cambray ( which fince my 
departure our of France, was __ un- 
der the obedience of my Brother, by the 
means of Monfieur de Ainſi, of whom I 
have ſpoken heretofore) was belieged by 
che Spaniſh forces, of which my Brother 
was advertiſed , being then at his houſe at

Pleſſis les T owrs , and was newly terurned 
from Flanders , where he had received the 
Townes of Moms. V alkencieznes, and ſome 
others, which were under the govern- 
ment of che Count of Lalain;; -who com- 
plyed with my Brother,caulmg him to be 
acknowledged for their Soveraigne in all 
the Countreys of his authoritie. My bro- 
ther defiring to releeve ir, had made aſud- 
den prefle tor Souldiers, inten4ing with 
all ſpeed ro march downe with his army 
co raiſe the ſiege; and becaule it could not 
ſoſoon be ready , he pur Monfieur Bal 
ny imo the Towne, to ſuſtaine rhe ſcige, 
expeRing the comming ot the Army to re- 
lieve the Towne : As he was on theſe 
preparations, and began rodraw his for 
ces together, the warre with the Hugue. 
nots did interpoſe it felfe , which cauſed 
him ro disband his treupes,ro inroll them- 
telves in the army of the King), which was 
marching inco Gaſcoghy. 'This tooke 
from my brother all the hope ro releeve 
Cambrey, which he could nor looſe, bur 
he muſt looſe with ic nor only all the reſt 
of the'Countrey, which he had conque- 
red. bat what moſt grieved him, Monfteur 
de Balany alſo , and a!l'rhoſe good Souldi- 
ers which he had pat into Cambray. This 
diſpleaſure ſare deepe wichin him, and be- 

ing 
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ing a Prince of great judgement, and who 
never fayled of expedients in his necefſi- 
ties, he perceived char che only remedy he 
had, was to pacitie France , and having a 
courage that found nothing difficulr , he 
undercooke to conclude a peace, and ſud- 
denly diſparched a Genclervatito the King 
co perfwade himto it , and to beſtech him 
to give him. the charge ro: mediate the 
peate: this he did, fearing thit choſe to. 
whom ir ſhould have breen commitrred, 
would be ſd tedious in the extcurion of 
their charge, that he ſhould Tooſe rhe 
wHeans and opportunitie to releeve Cam- 
bra, from whence Monfieur Balatty , who 
had alteady endured the ſury of the ſiege, 


| ſent my Brother word, thac hewguld give 


him fixe Moneths leiſure to bring down 
his ſuccours , bur if at that rime the Seige 
werenorrayled, the neceſſitie and want of 
vitualls would be ſuch , rhar he ſhould 
not have the meanes to reſtrainethe Inha- 
bicatits from! ſurrendringrhe Towne: God 
fo blefled my brocher in rhe! defigne he

that he gave conſent uticoir,and wasglad 
char my Brother offered himſte to bring 
it toeffev, bopihg by this means 'to-divert 
him from his enterpriſe in Flanaltrs, ro 
which he never was affeQted : He gave my 


bro» 
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brother the Comme rotxeate it bs and 
co ce it,exhorting my Brother for his 
aſſiſtance in it, ro ſend for the Lords of 
Villeroy,and Belliewre ; this Commiſſion was 


comming into Gaſcogy ( howloever he 
Coden Moneths inthe effeQing of it, 
which time ſeemed co him as long againe, 
becauſe of the labouring defire which he 
had to haſten to the ſuccour of Cambray 
alchough the content which he receiv 
that I was with him, did much abate the 
eagerneffe of that care ) yet he made a 
peacetothe content of the king and all the 
Catholicks , leaving the king my hus- 
band and the Huguenots no leff ſatisfied, 
haying proceeded in it wich ſo much wiſc- 
dome, that he was beloved, and prayed of 
all, having alſo in this voyage wonne the' 
love ofthar great Capraiye , the Marſhall 
of Biron, who did there vow hiraſelf his 
ſervane, to receive the chiarge of hisarmy, 
which was going into Flanders, whom (to 
pleaſe the King my husband ) my Brother 
removed from his government of Gaſcog- 
Yo and in his place Monfieur the Mar- 
| of Afatignon z but before my Bro- 
ther diddeparr, he did deſire that accor- 
dancemight be made berwixr the King 
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of Biron, who at the firſt ſight made me {x 
tisfation by an honeſt excuſe, of thar

out-brave him for ic with all the tha 
and mo} diſdainful language that I could; 
but Tuſedthe paſſionate command of my 
brother with (ach diſcretion,as was requi- 
fire to hisaffaires , knowing that the day 
might come whercin he might much rely 
on the aſſiſtance of ſo brave a Souldier. My 
brother returning into France , atrended 
with Monſieur the Marthall of Biron, re- 
reived nolefſe honour and juſt glory for 
pacifying ſo great a trouble to the con- 
tent of all, then in the many vidories he 
atchicyed by armes, and made his army 
more __ and powerfull; bur what hap- 
pineſle and glory isnot attended with en- 
vie-? The King taking no pleaſure in it, 
and in the fixe ar (even moneths time,

”, batted leifrera finde an ob- 
jea for his anger, conceived that I had 
made that warre, and driventhe King my | 
husband to it ( who well can wi the 
comrary ) that my Brother mighr enjoy 
the honour of making the peace,'which if 
ic had depended on me, ithad been done 


wich more ſpeed, and leffe paines, for his 
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| affaires in Flanders and C ambray, received 
great diſadvantage by this delay. But 
alas envieand hate doe blinde our eyes, 
and make us not to fre things, as indeed 
they are, The King building on this falſe 
foundation a mortall hatred againſt my 
Brother, and reviving in himſelf the re-

Fortune , who when once ſhee beginnerh 
co purſue, retirerh never at the firſt coun» 
ter-blow, prepared a new attempt more 
dangerous then the former, cautng Foſ- 
ſenſs, whoextreamuly loved the King my 
husband, and who till then permitted him 
no other privacies, thea what the honeſty 
of afamiliar love might well enjoy,to take 
from him all jealous thoughts which he 
had of my Brother, and to make him un- 
derſtand that ſhe did love him alone,did (6
